IN APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 
(Before the Full Court.). 
Wednesday, April 21. 


AN OFFENCE UNDER THE OPIUM 
ORDINANCE, 


This was a notice of appeal against the 
decision of the Acting Police Magistrate in 
acntencing Cheung Yee, on lst “April, to 
pay dine of 2500, or in default to sutter 
three months’ imprisonment with hard la- 
hour, fur having in his possession eleven 
bulls of opium to the value of about $198, 
an offence committed contrary te the provi- 
sions of Ordinance 22 of 1891. Pa : 

Mr M. W. Siade, instricted by Mr C. D. 
Wilkinson, appeared for tho appellant; 
Ton. W. M, Goodman, Attorney General, 
instructed by Mr H. L, Donnys, Crown 
Solicitor, represented the Crown. 

Mr Slade said he had been in com- 
munication with his learned friend the 
Attorney Goneral, His client admitted the 
offence but pleaded for a reduction of the 
fine. Hig learned friend was of ‘opinion 
that a fine of 850, and the forfeiture of the 
opium would meet the justice of the case, 
and on behalf of the appellant he consented 
to that course. eat 

The Attorney General said the appeal 
was niade on threa grounds—the erroneous 
decision of the Magistrate, Lhat the penalty 
was excessive, and that tho appellant could 
now adduceloyidence bofare the Court. He 
understood their, Lordships would only 
grant a’ re-hearing on one ground—the 
amount of Fhe ponalty—snd he had come 
to the conclusion that a reduction of the 
fine to $50, and tlie forfeiture of the opium 
would meet the ondg of justice. 

The Chief Justice said he understood the 
result of the arrangement was that 
the Court refused the application for 
rehearing on the ground that the de- 
cision of the Magistrate was érron- 
cous on point of fact, and also that 
evidence could now be adduced on behalf 
of the defendant which could not bo obtain- 
ed bofore tho hearing at tho Magistracy ; 
and altera the decision of the Magistrate 
on thasecond ground of the application— 
that is to say, that the penalty inflicted 
was oxcessive—by reducing the penalty 
from $500 to 850. This was done by con- 
‘sent of Court. The Court would make no 
orderfor costs. 

The Attorney Genoral—Tho forfeiture of | 
the opium to stand. % ‘ 

The Chief Justico—Yes, The Court 
then granted the order for the reduction 
of the fine and the forfeiture of the opium. 

SUNDER SINGH v. 

ANOTHER, 

This was an appeal against the decision 
of Mr Justico Smith sitting’in Summary 
Jurisdiction. 

Mr Francis, who oppeared for the appel- 
lnat, said the application was made, under 
Section 41 to Section 47 of the Summary 
Jurisdiction Ordinance 14 of 1873, for leave 
to appeal against the decision of the judge 
sitting in Summary Jurisdiction, on a ques- 
tion of fact. “Ie was bound to make the 
aplication in the first place ec parte, and 
he. suggested that he sight be granted 
leavo bo proceed ex parte, or obtain leave 
to sorve a notice of motion at once on the 
other side, so that the application for leave 
to appeal might bo fully argued on each 
side. It would be more convenient’ to 
serve this notice of motion and bring the 
other phrty before the Court to have. the 
arguments on the pros and cons at once.

“Whilst Shanghai, and, indeed, China 
generally, has been contributing with great 
liberality to the Indian Famine, few people 
seem aware of tho Famine in China. Yet 
from Chungking in the West to Ichang in 
tho East, all through tho beautiful Yangtzo 


Gorges, the district famed in song and 
legend, peuple are dying of hunger. Even 
round shash, further Kast, agai, they aro 
dying of hunger, ‘and sickening, too, as 
‘people sicken with famine.’ In the West 
the harvest Jast year was 
but then came six weeks of 
continuous rin, and their gathered 
gtain sprouted. The year before many of 
the men were away at the war, and so less 
rico than usual was sown, and thus thera 
was moye over from the year before. At 
Chungking, two months ago, a hundred 
people por day were said to ba dying of 
starvation, and skeletons walking about 
begging in the straeta, or lying dead on the 
river bed, snade this scem credible, . Again, 
from all the hil!-country round, the country- 
People were crowding into the lovely vale 
of Wanhsion, hoping thera to get some- 


. thing to eat, knowing there was certainly 


nothing in their own meantain homes. 

But the misory is moro hopeless towards 
Kweichowiu, and the Gorges, At Kwei- 
chowfu, indeed, the people rose up in rebel- 
lion, but suleiers were fetched from Chung- 
king, and on March 23rd sixty of the rioters 
were prisoners and condenmed tohavo their 
Weads cut*oft. Just about three miles from 
Kweifu, on the other side-of the river, go- 
ing for a walk, we came upon a particular- 
ly desolate-looking cottage. The people 
inside scemed in strange unrest, so we asked 
‘Are you well here?’ ‘No! eamo back 
tho answer with strange decision ; ‘ We ara 
all ill, for in this house are eight people, 
with nothing to eat’ and a wild-looking 
woman appeared, scarcely suffciontly clad 
for decency, hor cheeks flaming, her eyoa 
dilated. ‘I'wo little boys wére out-on the 
mountainside getting grass to eat, the father 
and husland was evidently already too 
feeble to walk, but after much persuasion 
the woman henwlf and-her eldest daughter 
set off for our boat to get rice for the stary- 
ing family. Whether thoy tired by the-way, 
or were too frightened anyhow, they never 
arrived there. At Wushan, the decayed 
looking city, that, with its beautiful 
background, often snowelad hills, domi- 
nites the Witches Gorge, the hoy and 
loudsh went to see if anything ‘could bo

But there a mandarin 
had just arrived bringing rice to distribute, 
and we cagerly seized one of the red lifo- 
bosta, that. had come up with him, and 
hastened down river in it, leaving only 
rice for the hungry ones, 

It does not seem that money is nevded 
to relieye them, There is money. The 
only difficulty is to got if to those who 
need it. he Chineso Merchants’ have 
put on one or more additional boata between 

lankow and Icliang. Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire -have ordered tho Shust to call 
here only for threo voyages, and Jardine’s 
is cither doing likewise, or has chartered 
steamers to the China Merchants,’ but ali 
these steamers atop at Ichung, and discharge 
their rite there.

Treatics according 
equality of treatment-to Japanesoomd 
eignors, it ig with the other offering bow 
ties to some of its own subjects that’ will 
dircotly injurv the silk trade,of tho forsign ° 
rosidanta in thia country, a trade which 
their enterprise has fustered and treblod in 
importanes during tho Inst thirty years. - 

t is evident that the provisions of this 
bounty, proposod ‘to be given for seven 
years, will bo in direct conflict witly the 
new Treaties ;and tho Committee of this 
Chamber consider that thay ara alse con- 
trary to the spirit of tho previous Treaties 
between Japan and Foreign powers, 

The preamble to tho Japancse Austro- 
‘Hungarian Troaty of 1869 expresses the 
dosire of Thoir Majesties, the Sovorcigas of 
these countries, to facilitate the commercial 
iutercourse betwoon their respective gub- 
jecta, and Art, VIIT. states that ot each of 
the open ports Aifstro-Hungarian citizons - 
shall be at full liberty to purchase therein, : 
and export to their own or any other porta, 
all manner of merchandise, not contraband, 
paying the duties thereon as laid down in 
tho Tariff, and no other ch: whatsoover.

A LITERARY MINISTER, 
JOHN Day's TWO'YOETICAL EFFORTS THAT 
BLADE RIM FAMOUS. : 

John Hay has been nominated as Unit- 
ed States Ambassador to Great Britain. 
Ho isa man who came near making a 
literary reputation and quit. About the 
time Tiros Harte’s star began to rise he 
gave the-country two dialecé pooms that 
*took’ and then practically censed te 
write, At the outset of his career he 
had everything in his favor.” He came 
of a Scotch ancestry that for gonerutions 
back had been notable for vigor of brain 
and muscle. Hoe was born in Indiana, 
and in that Stato and Illinois he passed 
his boyhood. When he came - homo 
to Springfield, IIL, after graduation 
from Brown University, he drifted 
with John Nicolay into the association 
with Lincoln which continued without 
interruption until Booth’s bullet did its 
work. Thon followed live years in Eur- 
tipo as Svucretary of Legation and Chargé 
a'Affaires at Paris, Vienna aud Madrid. 
Thon he was an cditoriu) writer on the 
New York Trime. Then. he married 
a yich woman whose father sade of hin 
indeed a beloved son. Ho had large 
business intorests to look after, and drop- 
ped poetry, Ho sought to enter Con- 
gess, and whon he failed he was named 
Assistant Secretary’ of State under Pre- 
nident Hayes. He .wrote a life of Lin- 
coln in collaboration with Nicolay, and that 
buok, from tho very circumstances of its 
origin, must necessarily be always valuable. 
Je is suid, and itis probably true, that ho 
wrole the ‘.Bread-Winners,' though most 
peuple do not know that there is or ever 
was such w hook, und_no great loss to them, 
Yot it made a stir in its time when the great 
Pennsylvania strikes riveted attention on 
the Jaber problem. His two genorally 
Known pocmsare ‘Jim Bludso’ and * Little 
Breeches,’ and here they are: 


TIM BLUDSO, OF THE PRANUE BELLE. 
Wall, no. 1 can't tell wiar he lives, 
Beeause he don't live, you see 3 
Leastways, he’s got. out of Sire habit 
Of livin’ like you and ik 
Whar have you been for tke last three year 
That. you haven't heard falke tell 
How Jimmy Bludso passed in his. cheeks

One wife in Natchez-uader-the-Hill * 
And another one hore in Pike. 

A kcorless man in his talk was Jim,

Yo treat his ongine well ; 

Never be passed on the river ; 
To mind tho pilot’s bell ;

PERILS OF THE SEA? 

Boston, March 24.+-The steamer Ontirio 
from..London to-day brought into port 27 
men, comprising the crew of tho British 
ship Androsa (Capt. Madgan) nbandoned 
at sea March 8th, 300 miles west of Fal- 
mouth, Englund. ‘Tho greater number of, 
the roscued were well-nigh ‘helpless from 
exhaustion, when takon from the Andvosa, 
having been working at the pumps and ut 
jottisoning the eargo for many days and 
nights without intermission, When last 
seen the Androsa was fast sottling in the 
water preparatory to taking her final plunge 
to the butte. She was valued at about 
£25,000 and is said to be nearly covered 
by insurance in English companics, while 
American companies liye largo policies on 
the vessel's cargo, consisting uf about 200 
tona of gingor und a large quuntity of 
canned salmon, camied fruit, California 
wine and tallow. The cargu was said to 
be tho most valuable that had left San 
Francisco during last year and would reach 
into the hundreds of thousands. 

Liverpook, March 24.—'Uhe Tuhnston line 
steamship. Templemore, from  Liverpoul 
February 23rd for Baltimore, and alrcady 
reported “ay being spoken in tow, of her 
sister ship, the Ulstermore arrived to-day. 
Six days‘after the Utstermore had taken 
her in tow, her hawser snapped and sprang 
back on board tho Templemore, tearing off 
tho legs of both Captain Simpson and a 
seaman. They died shortly afterwards and* 
were buried at sea. Four other members 
of the crew, including chief ullicer Phillips, 
had their legs broken, and were otherwise 
badly injured. 

TNE TRANSVAAL RAID. : 

London, March 26.—At the session of 


the South African’ inquiry committee to- |. 


day, Dr Jameson wld the story of his 
movements and sought to justify his actions 
hy pointing out tho critteal condition of 


_} the Uitlanders in the Transvail prior to the 


raid, Dr Jameson exculpated Rhodes from 
the responsibility of luavinyordered the final 
maye of the troops across the border, saying 
he had managed the step on his own ac- 
count. Ho said: In 1895 I rovisited® 
Johannesburg and found the people de- 
termined to bring matters to an issue, 
The first proposal was to act alone, and 
my troops were to be in readinexs on the 
border in case they were required. Later 
the leaders concluded that the safest way 
would be to -have o aufliciont ferce at 
Johannesburg to induce President Kruger 
to tako 4 plobiseite of the whole population, 
to decide who was to ho president, They 
therefore invited my help, and ib was ar- 
ranged ‘tu ‘uke my force to Johannesburg 
to maintain order and bring pressure to 
bear upon the Transvaal ‘while the redresa 
of the grievances wus enforced by them, 
Therefore, I ‘chtainod the. letter signed 
by the leaders, with which the committee 
is familiar, and it was agrecd that simul 
tancously with the rising in Johannesburg, 
at the end of December, I was to start.’ 
Dr Jameson, it appears, afterwards to'd 
Mr Rhodes of his arrdagtments, and the 
latter, agreed to them. he leaders at 
Johannesburg never intimated any inten- 
tion of abandoning their determinition to 
appeal toarms. The statement coneluded : 
‘No communication whatever was received 
from Rhodes or from any one nt Capo Town 
directing or authorising my fofce to move 
to Johannesburg, T acted entirely on my 
judgment, Maj. Heaney did not bring me 
a message from Rhodes.’ The committee 
put.» few questions to Dr Jameson. Re- 
ylyins to Sir Henry Camphell Bannerman, 
Dr Jameson said: ‘I know I did not do 
the right thing, beeause T did not succeed. 
If Thad succeeded I know I would have 
been forgiven.’
